The Diet of the Ph<cbc. 


Among ths ear!y sprlug arrivals at 


the north none are more welcome than 
the phcebe. Though naturally building 
its cest under an overhanging cliff of 
rock or earth or in the mouth of a cave, 
its preference for the vicinity of farm 
buildings Is so mtirked that In the more 
thickly settled parts of the country the 
bird Is seldom seen at any great dis- 
tance from a farmnoiJse except where 
a bridge spans some stream, affording 
a secure spot for a nest. Its confiding 
disposition has rendered It a great fa- 
TorJle, and consequently It 3s seldom 
disturbed. It breeds throughout the 
United States east of the great plains 
and winters from the south Atlantic 
and gulf states south ward. 


Tbc- pheebe subsists almost entirely 


upon Insects, most of which are caught 
on the wing. These species are mostly 
harmful. 
Small wild frolts and ber- 


ries comprise the vegetable food. No 
cultivated fruits are disturbed by the 
phccbe. It !s evident that a pair of 
phcebes must materially reduce the 
number of insects near a garden or 
field, as the birds often, If not always, 
raise two broods a year, and each brood 
numbers from four to "six yooag.—Los 
Angeles Times.

haiin Bobbe, known as the "Human 
Mole," blew out his brains the.-other 
day just as the. officers were '-about to 
seize him for his latest crime, the mur- 
der of a woman aud two children. 


Bobbe Invariably reached his victims 


by tunneling through tlie earth lite a 
mole. No skeleton keys or .burglar's 
tools were necessary Tor this curious 
criminal, before -whom no house could 
be effectually sealed, no victim shield- 
ed, la a day's time Bobbe could dig 
his -way into the cellar of.auy house he 
chose to enter. A. thin, weak lookin 
fellow, his hands and arms -were ab- 
normally developed and his finger nails, 
thick and heavy, protruded 
from his hands. 


After leaving the penitentiary 13 


months ago. where lie bad been incar- 
cerated for one of his many crimes, the 
mole murderer engaged in business as 
an insurance agent, reckoning that this 
capacity would open to him the doors 
of many private houses mid vrouk! 
bring him into contact -with people ot 
means. His business—-that is, the hon- 
est part of It—prospered beyond expec- 
tation, aceordlus to statements of the 
murderer's wife, yet this was power- 
less to dissuade bini from his rani pur- 
pose in lifts crisic. Kc was looking for 
victims. He fount! t'ueiu three months 
ago in the persons- of a. man naiuer 
HemruiUijc and a wom.iru Frau Stager 
the latter :i widow \vstU two children. 


Hemmlitig "was the owner of a bit, 


farm in the center o' the village o 
Miiricndorf, a prosperous Berlin sub 
urb. 


The man trap was constructed in ill 


southern wiup of the Hemmling home 
stead iu Mariendorf. a loug brick build 
i'jg standing umldst fields, some ten 
miles' walk from the nearest house 
Fran Stager -had leased the soatlien 
wins for a dwelling, subletting out 
room on the pronad floor to JRoblx?. 


One afternoon a few wt".;ks «£' 


Heminllng: w:is seen running down tlv 
village street with blood strcnuiiut, 
from Ills ht>ad ami out of a wound in 
his back. H<» was taUen to a physician 
mi'J meetiup a pollcvman ou the wa 
told him that Bobbe had shot him when 
he went, to his room to inquire of tb1 
whereabouts of Mrs- Heinmlmg. Bobb 
had disehariied his revolver twice be 
fore tie (Heminling) could gain 
door. The policeman- thereupon run So 
ward the starling point of the hors 
cars gains to Berlin, aud as he expected 
found BoDbe. who was about to depart. 
When the police placed him nuder ar- 
rest, the would be assassin wenched 
himself free, placed a revolver at his 
forehead and tired. He died instantly. 


The policeman t.b(.»u -went back to the 


Hemiuling homestead and helped the 
members in their search for Mrs. 
Hemmling-, who had not been seen 
since 11 o'clock in the morning. At the 
same time mounted cendarines rode off 
la different directions to arrest Mrs. 
Stager. The latter was finally located 
coming from Berlin. She Keonieu una- 
ble to clear up Use Hemmling mystery, 
but rather deepened it by snaking in- 
quiries for her two little boys. Several 
people had seen them relurnlns from 
school, but there was no trace of the 
little ones after that.

:ils brother lu death by a few moments. 
He was thrown first and stunned by a 
shot through the neck. The second boy 
met the stime fate as he stepped into 
the room. 


Bobbe seems to have closed the trap- 


door after tJiJs act, tins covering up nil 
outward traces of his crime for the 
time being. Then ho snt down to await 
the coming of Heintuling, who was 
sum to drop in to inquire for bis wife 


she didn't turn up after some time.

Exactly under this trap he 
dug a hole in the cellar and at the bot- 
tom made fast several two edged broad- 
swords. EUs idea was to entrap and 
till on some opportune occasion rich 
customers or express messengers car- 
rying large amounts of money who 
might drop in at the store to buy a 
cigar. 


There was a postofflee la the neigh- 


borhood of Bobbe's store, and in Ger- 
many the postal authorities pay money 
orders by carriers who go from hoase 
to house delivering money In. cash as

W. W. Grlesser of tne Buffalo life 


saving station recently received from 
Secretary Gage a letter which tells of 
one of the most thrilling stories of life 
saying heard in many years. The let- 
ter, which was directed to the bero 
himself, recounts la full the heroic 
deed, -'he sscretary says: 


"I forward herewith a gold life sav- 


ing medal awarded you uudet the •pro- 
visions of tbt> act of congress of June 
20, 1874, and May 4, 1832, in recogni- 
tion of your heroic conduct ia rescuiisg 
a man from drowning on the 21st of 
November, 1900. 


"The circumstances of the rescue ap- 


pear from evidence filed in this depart- 
ment ta have teen as follows; About 
2:20 o'clock p. m. of the day above 
named, while a gale of great velocity, 
said to have been at times as high as 
SO miles au hour, was sweeping across 
the harbor of Buffalo, two large scows. 
having several men ou board, broke 
from their moorings some three iniics 
southwest of the life saving station 
and drifted swiftly toward tlie break- 
ers, 


"Surf men discovered the disaster 


from the lookout town, whereupon yon 
promptly launched aud maimed, the 
lifeboat, which was taken I;i tow by 
the tug Mason and by your direction 
dropped at a point three-quarters of a 
mile to the windv.-ard ot the scows. 
You then allowed her to drive before 
the wind to a position just outside the j 
outer line of surf, where you rounded [ 
to and let go an anchor, intending by 
sis eking away the hawser to get suffi- 
ciently near the scows to make sure 
whether the men. had escaped or might 
still need assistance. 


"The terrible sweep of tiie wind, 


from which you were Wholly unprotect- 
ed, and the fact that the bottom of the 
lake at this point is mostly liardpau 
causeu the anchor to drag so much that 
In a few moments the lifeboat was in 
tho midst of the heaviest surf, which 
at times completely buried her. Two ^

third one caught the bow and threw it | 
high into the air. snapping asunder the j 
hawser and pitching the heavy boat 
end over end.

AGRICULTURE IN ALASKA. 


There Arc Twflve Farms In Territo- 


ry. With a Totnl «t 15B Acrr«. 


The census bureau at Washington re- 


cently issued a report on tbe agricul- 
tural statistics fcr Alaska- It shows 
that Alaska's total farm wealth June 3, 
1900, was ?15,GSC, of which $2,196 was 
invested in live stock, ?600 in imple- 
ments aiiu machinery, and $12,800 rtp- 
resented the value of buildings acd 
other improvements. 
Buildings bave 


been erected on 0 of the 12 fan»3 in iht> 
territory. 
Preparing tbe soil for cul- 


tivation has been the chief item of ex- 
pense in opening farms, being in fioroe 
instances 5120 per acre. 


Tfce 12 farms have a total area of 


150 acres, and vegetables are the prin- 
cipal product Five of the farms are 
only small market gasdens of less than 
three acres. The total valae of domes- 
tie animals and poultry was $2,196. 
Potatoes and turnips furnished tbe 
principal income from vegetables. Next 
to vegetables grass cut for hay acd 
ensilage iff the most Important agricul- 
tural product From the standpoint cf 
income upon capital invested poultry 
raising in 1899 -was relatively the nio&t 
profitable branch of Alaskan agricul- 
ture.

At i 
present there are telephone companies j 
in most of the open ports. There is one 
In Shanghai wbicb has OT<?r 400 sob- ] 
Bcribers at S35 a year, while Canton, 
Tien-tain, Ainoy, Hankow and other 
coast cities also have telephone sys- 
tems. There is n great demand for 
rapid communication in nearly all -parts 
of China, and the business people of 
that country are rapidly coming to the 
conviction that they can make money 
out of the telephone, and the Chinese 
superstitions in regard to it are fast 
disappearing since the success of the 
allied forces. 


Just now the matter of electric rail- 


roads is receiving much attention in 
many parts of China. Tbe great quan- 
tities of coal iti all parts.of the coun- 
try assure cheap fuel for generating 
electric power,' and the 'dense popula- 
tion wiy assure ranch .traffic. This 
modern' method 
of 
transportation 


would supplant the human carriers, 
tba wheelbarrows aod the donkey carts 
which now carry tbe freight in the in- 
terior. The electric railway lines would 
also mean tbe installation of electric 
light plants. At present lard oii, kero- 
sene and vegetable oil furnish light for 
nearly ,ill of the 400.000.000 people of 
China. Even the yamens are lighted 
with coal oii. Electric lighting is found 
oaly in a few of the larger cities. The 
Imperial palace at Peking has an elec- 
tric ligUtiiig plant. There is one at 
Shanghai and others at Canton snd 
at one'or two other cities. Several of 
the provincial viceroys have installed 
private lighting:'plants, but KS a usual 
thins even tbe larger towns are lighted 
only by a little candle or lamp hung 
out here and there in front of a shop or 
public place.

POINTS ON TOBACCO. 


Cultivation. TVorTHK. ToppiuK. ScicU- 


eriiiKT sand Harvettttnir. 


I aim to cultivate the crop about five 


times, uot so much how 1 plow, Init 
when I plow, says tan Ohio 1'nrmer 
writer: first stirring, tetj days after 
planting; last plowing, ten tlays after 
topping. 


As to worms, they are sure to come. 


I always aim to be ready for them. TTp 
to this crop I have used poison in liquid 
form, anil it has always given'satisfac- 
tion. 


I shall also try otic pound of pans 


srecn to one bushel of air slacked lime 
and put !t on by using'tin can or basket 
}iy perforating hottom with holes. I 
shall begin to use this at the second 
plowing:. One or two applications will 
be all that is neeilecl. At the third cul- 
tivation \ve aim to cut out all grass, 
milkweeds, pea vines or anything of 
like nature that may have escaped the 
shovels. 


As to hoeing, that is out of the ques- 


tion. Our hoeing is done with a riding 
cultivator. 


Topping is the staggering point to a 


great many growers of the weed. Gen- 
erally when the time comes to top the 
weather is dry, and we would like to 
top after a good raiu. for then it will 
commence to spread at once, and tint 
is what we top for. On Tobacco Leaf 
farm -we aim to top as near clean as 
possible, for as it is topped so will It 
ripen, 


Suckering should be commenced in 


about ten clays after the tops have been 
taken out. Then they wili bave he- 
come about two inches long. The crop 
should be cleaned twice before cutting. 
This Is one of the back aches of the 
grower, but it must be done, or yon will 
repent tvhen the crop is being stripped 
and packed. We generally begin to 
harvest tbe latter part of August.

Formula For f*ol«onecl Bran Bait. 
Professor Mally's formula for poison- 


sd bran mash to be used against grass- 
hoppers: Twenty-five pounds wheat 
bran, two poarsds arsenic (90 per cent), 
three gallons sorghum molasses. Mix 
and prepare thoroughly. 
Then add 


enough water to wfcttbs whole mixture 
more thoroughly, and yet leave it 
doughy enough to handle well for Scat- 
tering broadcast. Great care should be 
taken to mix the bran and arsenic well 
before adding the molasses. : Then tbe 
poison, bran and molasses should be 
weii kneaded into dough and iasuy 
moistened with water. 


Arscnats of lead may be used instead 


of arsenic, but in double the quantity. 
The arsenate of lead should fjrst be 
UiorcM»h;y rubbed 4up and dissolved 
in water so as to make a whitewash. 
Then to this add the molasses and mis 
thoroughly.
